The  perfection  which  agriculture,  the  first  and  most  impor- 
tant of  all  industrious  pursuits,  has  attained,  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  man  alone  ;  in  this  he  has  been  assisted  by  that  part- 
ner which  the  Eternal,  in  the  height  of  his  beneficence,  has 
given  him,  to  share  his  labours,  to  alleviate  his  pains,  and  to 
embellish  his  life.  Indeed,  by  opening  the  annals  of  the  world, 
and  by  reverting  to  the  most  distant  periods  of  time,  we  shall 
perceive  through  the  glimmering  light  which  succeeds  the  dark- 
ness of  unknown  centuries,  that  woman,  so  well  designated  by 
Madame  Bourdie  in  her  epistle  to  the  men,  as  "  the  flower  of 
the  human  species,"  has  had  in  all  ages  a  direct  share  in  the 
progress  of  agriculture. 

By  raising  up  the  veil  which  fiction  and  heathenism  have 
placed  between  us  and  truth,  we  shall  see,  in  a  very  remote 
back-ground,  history  pointing  to  [sis,  and  saying,  "  she  was 
queen  of  Egypt." 

While  Osiris  was  dictating  laws  to  the  Egyptian,  Isis  his 
wife,  was  giving*  them  those  precepts  of  agriculture  which  ren- 
dered his  dominions  the  richest  in  the  universe.  Isis  had  cho- 
sen the  ox  as  her  type  on  account  of  its  great  usefulness  in  ag- 
riculture; from  hence,  the  Egyptians  fancied  that  the  soul  of 
that  princessohad,  after  her  death,  animated  the  ox;  and,  im- 
pelled by  this  idea,  they  exalted  that  useful  animal  to  the  rank  of 
a  deity. 

There  are  still  extant  several  statues  of  Isis  which  represent 
her  with  the  body  of  a  woman  and  the  head  of  an  ox;  and  we 
know  of  several  monuments,  on  which  their  numerous  inscrip- 
tions witness  what  an  idea  those  people  who  had  adopted  the 
worship  of  Isis  entertained  of  their  deity. 

If  we  continue  in  our  attempts  to  dispel  the  clouds  which 
fable  and  superstition  have  raised  around  truth,  we  shall  find 
in  Sicily  a  queen  who  conferred  the  greatest  benefits  on  man- 
kind by  giving  them  lessons  in  agriculture,  by  making  them  ac- 
quainted with  the  use  of  corn,  and  with  the  mode  of  cultivating 
it.  That  queen  is  Ceres,  whom  the  ancients,  by  an  allegory, 
equally  just  and  ingenious,  have  represented  as  the  mother  of 
Plutus,  meaning,  unquestionably,  that  agriculture  is  the  source 
of  all  riches. 

The  Greeks,  who  personified  all  received  favours,  as  they 
deified  all  virtues,  wishing  to  perpetuate  their  gratitude  to  the 
queen  of  Sicily,  made  her  goddess  of  agriculture  and  harvest. 

These  facts,  purified  from  the  dross  of  fable  and  mythology > 
prove  that  the  two  best  cultivated  countries,  whose  fruitfulness 
was  envied  by  all  others,  were  indebted  to  women  for  their  fec- 
tility.  How  many  more  instances  could  be  here  adduced  !  We 
might   name  Miqerva    queen  of  Athens,  who  brought  her  sub-

jects  acquainted  with  the  olive  tree,  and  the  use  of  fruit,  and 
who  made  them  cultivate  land,  instead  of  following  piracy, 
which  she  suppressed.  The  honours  of  apotheosis  confirmed  on 
Flora,  on  Pomona,  on  Pabes,  Perenna,  Bubona,  Mellona,  Vel- 
j-onia,  4*c*  afford  just  ground  to  believe,  that  all  these  women  ren- 
dered services  to  agriculture. 

In  Sparta,  while  the  men  were  fighting  for  their  country,  the 
women  were  cultivating  the  soil.  In  the  Isle  Dyeux,  or  Isle 
Dieu,  belonging  to  the  department  of  La  Yendee,  the  men  are 
exclusively  employed  in  navigation,  fisheries,  &c.;  and  the 
women,  from  time  out  of  mind,  have  taken  upon  themselves  all 
the  agricultural  labours  of  the  island. 

Among  almost  all  savage  nations,  the  men  have  enjoyed  the 
pleasures  of  hunting,  while  the  women  were  performing  all  the 
business  of  agriculture. 

In  the  first  centuries  of  the  Roman  republic,  the  care  of  the 
kitchen-garden  was  entrusted  to  the  mother  of  the  family. 

It  is  to  an  empress  of  China,  that  we»are  indebted  for  the  cul- 
ture of  the  Mulberry-tree,  and  the  rearing  of  silk-worms. 

Isabella,  sister  to  Charles  V.,  married  to  the  unfortunate 
Christian,  king  of  Denmark,  made  the  Danes  adopt  the  use  of 
garden-vegetables;  and  taught  them  that  mode  of  culture  by  her 
own  example. 

Marie  Sybille  de  Meriam  braved  the  dangers  of  a  long  and 
disagreeable  voyage,  to  study  botany  in  Surinam;  from  whence 
ahe  brought  a  figured  herbal,  forming  a  large  quarto  volume. 

Mademoiselle  Linnatus,  daughter  of  the  celebrated  profes- 
sor of  the  Upsal  university,  assisted  her  father  in  his  immortal 
work. 

The  charming  Hydranger,  so  well  known  under  the  name  of 
Hortensia,  is  a  new  tribute  paid  by  the  Commersion  to  the  talent 
and  memory  of  Mademoiselle  Hortense  de  Paute. 

Elizabeth  Black  wall  has  published  a  work  on  botany,  in  six 
volumes  folio,  with  figured  plants,  which  is  held  in  great  estima- 
tion by  the  learned. 

Madame  Yictorine  de  Chanting  has  published  a  work  in  three 
volumes,  entitled  Le  Calendrie  de  Flore  (Flora  Calendar)  in 
which  are  united  correctness  as  to  facts,  with  that  peculiar  grace 
of  epistolary  style  which  is  so  peculiar  to  the  sex. 

Madame  de  Genlis,  whose  name  is  above  all  praise,  has  written 
with  her  usual  eloquence,  several  articles  on  botany. 

The  charming  garden  at  Kew,  one  of  the  first,  one  of  the  hand- 
somest, and  one  of  the  most  luxuriant  of  those  landscape  gardens 
which  the  English  have  imitated  from  the  Chinese,  was  created 
by  a  princess  of  Wales.

HOURS  OF  MEALS  NOW  AND  FORMERLY. 
The  stately  dames  of  Edward  IV.  Court,  rose  with  the  lark, 
dispatched  dinner  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  shortly 
after  eight  were  wrapped  in  slumber.  How  would  these  reason- 
able people  (reasonable  at  least  in  this  respect)  be  astonished, 
could  they  but  be  witnesses  of  the  present  distribution  of  time  a- 
mongst  children  of  fashion  ! — What  a  contrast,  there  is  between 
the  materials  of  the  morning  meal,  A.  D.  1,  5  50  when  Queen 
Elizabeth's  maids  of  honour  began  the  day  with  a  round  of  beef, 
or  a  red  herring,  and  a  flagon  of  ale,  and  in  1823,  when  the  sports- 
man, and  even  the  day  laborer,  breakfast  on  what  cooks  call 
"  Chinese  soup,"  i.  e.  tea.  SwTift  has  jocosely  observed,  that  the 
world  must  be  encompassed  before  a  washer  woman  can  sit  down 
to  breakfast,  i.  e.  by  a  voyage  to  the  east  for  tea  and  to  the  west 
for  sugar.

The  family  rose  at  six 
in  the  morning  ;  my  lord  and  my  lady  had  set  on  the  table  for 
breakfast  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  a  quart  of  beer,  a  quart 
of  wine,  two  pieces  of  salt  fish,  half  a  dozen  of  red  herrings,  four 
white  ones,  and  a  dish  of  sprats  !  They  dined  at  ten  and  supped 
at  four  in  the  afternoon  ;  the  gates  were  all  shut  at  nine  and  no 
further  ingress  or  egress  permitted."     But  now, 

"  The  gentleman  who  dines  the  latest,   But  surely,  greater  than  them  all 
Is  in  our  street,  esteemed  the  greatest ;  Is  he  who  never  dines  at  all."

WORKING  COWS. 

u  Why  should  the  cow  be  exempted  from  the  labours  of  the 
field,  while  the  wife  and  daughter  of  the  farmer  are  expected  anc 
required  to  be  daily  employed  in  cooking,  washing,  baking,  spin- 
ning, milking,  and  making  butter  and  cheese  ?  Ought  a  farmer 
to  treat  his  cows  more  tenderly  than  his  wife  and  children  ?"  In 
a  work  written  by  the  famous  Arthur  Young,  entitled  u  Young^s 
Eastern  Tour,"  it  is  remarked,  that  "  Mr.  Bakewell,  a  famous 
English  cultivator,  used  to  draw  with  oxen,  but  now  draws  al 
with  cows.  Mr.  B.  finds  them  full  as  handy  as  oxen,  and  that 
they  draw  just  as  well  as  oxen  of  the  same  size."  Indeed,  we  can 
see  no  reason  why  cows  should  be  exempted  from  labour  any  more 
Mian  mares.  The  only  objection  to  cows  being  trained  to  the 
yoke  of  which  we  are  aware,  is,  that  for  some  time  before  and  after 
ealring  they  will  not  be  in  a  condition  to  labour.  This  objection, 
however,  applies  with  equal  force  to  mares.  Cows  commonly 
ealve  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  teamwork  is  but  little  wanted. 
Besides,  a  farmer  with  considerable  neat  stock  might  so  manage 
that  some  of  his  cows  might  always  be  fit  for  the  yoke.  And  it 
possible  that  working  cows  moderately  would  serve  the  purpose 
of  exercise  to  the  human  species,  and  would  thus  strengthen  the 
constitution,  and  improve  the  breeds  of  the  animals,  by  imparting 
vigor  to  the  breeders. 


TO  PROTECT  YOUNG  PLANTS  FROM  WORMS. 

The  powder  or  dust  of  tobacco  thrown  over  the  beds,  in  a  gar- 
den where  the  plants  are  just  coming  up,  will  save  them  from  the 
worms,  which  frequently  destroy  them  before  they  have  fairlj 
broken  through  the  ground. 

WORKING  BULLS. 
The  ball  is  naturally  vicious,  and  often  becomes  so  mis<3hiev*e* 
as  to  endanger  valuable  lives  ;  an  evil  which  we  conceive  might 
be  remedied  by  teaching  him  to  labor.  Bulls  are  not  only  broken 
with  little  difficulty,  and  work  well,  but  they  recover  from  fatigue 
muo4i  sooner  than  an  ox.
